which reads: "Any tea'm posses- 
sion of the ball cannot be in the 
area bointded by the foul lane and 
circle more than three 
seconds 


with or without the ball" 
has 


caused most of the discussion. 


The 10-second rule cut the cojirl 


in half and now the three-second 
rule further limits playing space. 
So today basketball is being play- 
ed on the smallest court area in 
its history. The minimum court 
has 3,500 square feet of space. To- 
day the game is played actually 
on less than 2,000 feet of space. 
This, in my opinion, will never help 
the game. It certainly 
congests 


the area and in turn results in 


I more fouling. 


The rule is almost impossible to 


administer, and any rule which 
makes it harder to officiate cer- 
tainly is not good for the game.
